HR2160 


Houston Representative Introduces Amateur Radio Bill in Congress (Apr 30, 2009 
[REVISED May 1, 2009 13:37 ET]) -- On Wednesday, April 29, Representative Sheila 
Jackson-Lee (D-TX) introduced HR 2160, the Amateur Radio Emergency Communica- 
tions Enhancement Act of 2009 in the US House of Representatives. This bill, if 
passed, would "promote and encourage the valuable public service, disaster relief, and 
emergency communications provided on a volunteer basis by licensees of the Federal 
Communications Commission in the Amateur Radio Service, by undertaking a study of 
the uses of Amateur Radio for emergency and disaster relief communications, by iden- 
tifying unnecessary or unreasonable impediments to the deployment of Amateur Radio 
emergency and disaster relief communications, and by making recommendations for 
relief of such unreasonable restrictions so as to expand the uses of Amateur Radio 
communications in Homeland Security planning and response." The bill has been re- 
ferred to the Committee on Energy and Commerce. 


If enacted into law, HR 2160, would instruct the Secretary of Homeland Security to un- 
dertake a study and report its findings to Congress within 180 days. The study would 
spell out uses and capabilities of Amateur Radio communications in emergencies and 
disaster relief. The study shall: 


Include recommendations for enhancements in the voluntary deployment of Amateur 
Radio licensees in disaster and emergency communications and disaster relief efforts. 


Include recommendations for improved integration of Amateur Radio operators in plan- 
ning and in furtherance of the Department of Homeland Security initiatives. 


Identify unreasonable or unnecessary impediments to enhanced Amateur Radio com- 
munications -- such as the effects of private land use regulations on residential an- 
tenna installations -- and make recommendations regarding such impediments. 


Include an evaluation of Section 207 of the Telecommunications Act of 1996 (Public 
Law 104-104, 110 Stat 56 [1996)]). 


Recommend whether Section 207 should be modified to prevent unreasonable private 
land use restrictions that impair the ability of amateurs to conduct, or prepare to con- 
duct, emergency communications by means of effective outdoor antennas and support 
structures at reasonable heights and dimensions for the purpose in residential areas. 


The Secretary of Homeland Security shall utilize the expertise of the ARRL and shall 
seek information from private and public sectors for the study. 


The bill currently has five co-sponsors: Madeleine Bordallo (Guam), Mary Jo Kilroy (D- 
OH), Zoe Lofgren (D-CA), Blaine Luetkemeyer (R-MO) and Bennie Thompson (D-MS). 
Representative Thompson currently serves as Chairman of the Committee on Home- 
land Security. Representatives Jackson-Lee, Lofgren and Kilroy are members of that 
committee. 


"We understand that Representative Jackson-Lee was very impressed with the radio 
amateurs she encountered on a visit to an Emergency Operations Center in Houston 
during Hurricane Ike last September," said ARRL Chief Executive Officer David Sum- 
ner, K1ZZ. "We are grateful to her and to the five original co-sponsors for their support 
of Amateur Radio and the encouragement that their bill offers." 


ARRL President Joel Harrison, W5ZN, concurred: "We are excited to have Represen- 
tative Sheila Jackson-Lee introduce HR 2160. It is extremely encouraging to have the 
support of a number of original co-sponsors -- including several members of the House 
Homeland Security Committee -- who recognize the importance of Amateur Radio's 
long history of public service."

Tim Goeppinger was born in Pasadena, California in 1961. He grew up in Arca- 
dia, California and attended Maranatha High School. Higher education was pursued at 
Cal Poly Pomona where he earned a BS degree in Electrical and Computer Engineer- 
ing in 1985. He moved to Orange County in 1986 and mainly works in the defense in- 
dustry as a software engineer. Previously, he worked for a couple of years on in-flight 
entertainment and briefly at a wireless chip startup company. He has been married to 
his wife Elayne since 1992. When not playing amateur radio, Tim enjoys exercising 
each week playing high speed badminton at his church. 


Tim’s interest in amateur radio began with his Uncle Albert, W6FXL (SK) who 
lived in Escondido. Uncle Albert was a very proficient CW operator who enjoyed par- 
ticipating in weather nets. Tim took a summer school class taught by William Manley, 
WE6LDT, who administered the Novice examination to Tim in 1976. WN6OWD came on 
the air with a Heathkit DX-60A transmitter and a HR-10 receiver. Tim built his equip- 
ment with the help of his father. 

His first antenna was a Hy-Gain 18AVT trapped vertical. Technician and General 
Class licenses quickly followed and Tim became very active on 10 meter SSB and 
joined Ten-Ten International as member 21149. 


Throughout the 1980s, he also participated in the Earthquake Nets on the “earth- 
quake repeater” on 145.46 MHz. He upgraded to Extra Class with encouragement 
from Bob Poole, AJ6F in 1987 and became K6GEP in 1997. He has served as a Vol- 
unteer Examiner. 


He joined the Pasadena Radio Club and served as Vice-President in 1984. It 
was through the radio club that he was introduced to one of his most favorite amateur 
radio activity — Field Day, where he learned contesting skills from Paul Gordon (N6LL) 
and Cliff Ford (KB6IA). One of the highlights of Tim’s ham career was participating in 
the combined Orange County Amateur Radio Club and Western Amateur Radio Asso- 
ciation second place national finish in the 2007 Field Day exercise. His first serious 
contesting effort was in the 1979 ARRL 10 meter contest where he logged 180 QSOs 
with a Kenwood TS-520S transceiver. Tim volunteered with the Tournament of Roses 
Radio Amateurs (TORRA) during the Rose Parades from 1986 until it was disbanded in 
2005. 


In the mid 1990s he was active on the Russian RS 12/13 satellite. The uplink 
was 15 meters and the downlink was 10 meters. These were low orbit satellites allow- 
ing contacts of several thousand miles. Tim worked about 30 states and some DX 
through the satellite. One of his fondest memories was contacting his uncle Albert 
through the “bird.” 


He has been a member of the Orange County Amateur Radio Club since 1987. 
He joined the Southern California DX Club and Southern California Contest Club in 
2006. 


His favorite radiosport contest is the CQ WW RTTY operating event held each 
September and his favorite mode is RTTY. He is also a very good CW operator. He 
has earned many contest certificates participating in the low power classification. 


His station presently consists of a Yaesu FT-990 transceiver and a digital inter- 
face. He is somewhat antenna challenged using a 10 meter Ringo Ranger vertical, 15 
and 20 meter dipoles at 20 feet, an inverted vee at 55 feet for 40 meters and a sloper 
at 55 feet on 80 meters. He has DXCC (Mixed-177, CW-150, and SSB-150 confirmed) 
and is very close to DXCC-RTTY. He is a few confirmations short of qualifying for 
SBDXCC. He has Worked All States awards on CW, RTTY and Mixed modes. 


Tim is unable to attend our monthly meetings due to his work schedule and devo- 
tion to the special needs of his wife at home. They were able to join us for the last 
holiday party.. He is looking forward to being able to break away from his duties long 
enough to experience the Visalia DX convention at some time in the future.
